The Position of the Board. 


Ir is inevitable that preparations should be going on for the next meeting of 
the Boardof Deputies, and weare not surprised to learnthat those of various 


shades of opinion are taking the necessary steps to shape events in accord- 
ance with their views. We do not desire to say anything of these move- 
ments at this stage, except to emphasise one salient fact that ought in no 
circumstances to be neglected—the fact that measures are the important 


_ consideration, and not men. What was won at the last meeting of the 


Board was far more a victory of principle than a triumph over men, and 
itis this important consideration that ought to be given full weight in any 
discussion of candidates for the vacant offices among the Executive. The 
principle does not necessarily carry with it a vendetta against particular 
individuals. There are a great variety of circumstances which have to be 
taken into account—questions of personal record, alternative candidates, 
and so forth. It is, however, for the members of the Board to consider 
whether any of the late Executive are so irretrievably identified with the 
cld system, andin deference to its demands were so negligent of the obli- 
gations of public life, that a “clean cut" is the only solution of the 
present difficulties—given always, of course, the availability of suitable 
substitutes. 


A Suggestion for Adjournment. 


THE suggestion has been made that the filling up of the offices that have 
been rendered vacant by the resignations should be deferred till 
October, the routine work of the Board during the coming recess being 
carried on under the guidance of a Chairman of the Law and Parliamentary 
Committee (of which none of the late hon. officers are now members) to 
be appointed pro tem. Inthe meantime a special Committee of the 
Board. could be appointed to examine its working, and suggest 
means for its democratisation, particularly relation to 
Parliamentary and Foreign Aftairs, and its arrangement’ with 
the Conjoint Committee. The suggestion may prove worthy of 
consideration. It would remove the controversy as to the hon. officers 
of the Board from the heated atmosphere aroused by the carrying of the 
no confidence resolution at the last meeting, and would give time for 
calm consideration. Above all it would enable the Board to view the 
whole situation in a truer perspective, and thus the question of those 
who are to fill the vacant offices would be placed in its right proportion. 
‘One thing, how ever, cannot be contested. The bad old system ought 
never to be restored, let who may be chosen for the vacant offices. 
Jews, like other communities, must be governed in accordance with 
the circumstances of the times. The Jewish Democracy has asserted 
itself, and it would be the height of folly, if not something worse, to 
attempt to set it aside. 


Russian Jews and the War. 


THE re-awakening of the Russian Army is tidings of real joy; for it 
means that Russia's allies are no longer to fight their way alone and that 
the army of the Revolution has taken its proper place in the embattled 
ranks of Liberty. In this connection we may refer to a controversy which 
has taken place between Mr. WILL THORNE, M.P., and M. J. BauM,a 
Russian revolutionary who is on business in London for the Council of

Petrograd. M r, THORNE was alleged 
| paper justice, that the Jews who 
were well represented on the. Workmen's and Soldiers’ Committees, and 
on some of them had a majority, “ were anxious for peace under almost 
any conditions. They stated frankly that they could not be 
expected to take part in any fighting against their brethren 
of Austria and Germany.” Challenged by M. BauM as to where he had 
heard the latter statements, Mr. THORNE replied that they were uttered 
at a meeting of the Jewish Bund in Petrograd. Every fair-minded man 
will, we are sure, agree that this reply forms a very slender basis on which 
to explain the attitude of Russian Jewry to the war. It is possible that a 
speaker or speakers may have given utterance to the views which Mr, 
THORNE describes, but to generalise from them as to the opinions of the 
six million Russian Jews, 60,000 of whom are said to have been decorated 
for their services in the war while 2,600 are to be recommended for 
commission rank, is to deal out very hard and decidedly illogical measure. 
There is, in fact, not the least warrant for the assumption that the 
Jews of Russia, with their 400,000 men in the Army, harbour any deter- 
mination except that of bearing themselves loyally to Russia in con- 
formity with the interests of the country andof Liberty. Let us also add 
that the American Jewish Socialists who recently arrived at Stockholm 
with a peace programme in their pockets, and as to whose credentials 
we expressed a doubt, have now been formally repudiated, both by 
the Jewish and non-Jewish Soialists of the United States, 


Conscripting Friendly Aliens. 


We have deferred further comment on the Bill for the Conscripting of 
Friendly Aliens until the.measure had gone through Parliament. On 
Wednesday it passed through its final stages in the House of Lords, and 
we are now in a position to take stock of the situation. On the whole 
—granted the principle of the Conscription. of Russian-born in our midst 
(against whom the Bill is really directed although it applies to all friendly 
aliens), as to which our opinions have frequently been expressed—the 
measure, as it emerges from Parliament, deals with the various aspects 
of the matter in a fair way. Lorp Dersy, during the debates in 
the Upper House, filled in some obvious gaps unaccountably left by 
the discussions in the Commons. There is, he has given his assur- 
ance, to be equality for the alien with the remainder of the 
Army in such matters as pay, pensions, and eligibility for Commissions. 
Farther, aliens “ who are qualified for naturalisation,” and have given at 
least three months’ satisfactory service in the army, are to be naturalised 
free of cost. This is not the naturalisation sans phrase.which some of 
us would have liked to see. The words “qualified for naturalisation.” 
for instance, presumably mean inter alia that the aliens must have resided 
in this country for the statutory term of five years. Butthe great majority 
of the conscripts will probably come under this category, because few, if 
any, have come here since August, 1914, and not many during the 
previous two years. LorD DERBY also promised to ccnsider the 
position of the widows and dependents in tke event of any alien 
falling in the war—presumably before naturalisation—and we hope 
that the consideration will be given in the most sympathetic spirit. 
Under the terms of the Bill aliens will enjoy the same rights 
of appeal as are granted to British subjects, and it would 
also appear that the special tribunals promised by Mr. HERBERT. SAMUEL 
are likewise to be set up. The composition of these tribunals is a 
matter upon which information will no doubt be furnished in due course 
and should be carefully watched in the interests of Jews who will come 
before them. The provision in the Bill dispensing with the limitations 
upon the number of aliens serving in the same corps is a wise one 
and should greatly mitigate the difficulties of service in a strange country. 
Finally, we note with satisfaction the undertaking which is in the 
Bill, and was verbally repeated by the WAR MINISTER, that an effectual 
opportunity will be given to aliens to return to the country of their birth, 
there to do military service, and the assurance that steps will be taken 
to make known the provisions of the Bill to those affected. We can 
only add the hope that every legitimate assistance will be given to 
those who desire to appeal, and who need help in the matter. 
On the other hand, we would repeat an expression of the hope 
that any Jews who may be affected by the measure will loyally 
abide by its provisions and give to those who have to administer it 
a minimum of trouble. We appeal particularly to our Russo- Jewish 
brethren who, having protested against conscription being applied to 
them, have done their duty in that respect and must now obey, 


Jewish Honours. 


A FEELING of pride was experienced by the Jewish community last week 
at the announcement that another coreligionist—Pte. J. WHITE—had 
been awarded the “ V.C.” for extreme gallantry in action—the fourth Jew 
to win this great distinction during the present war. He belongs to 
Leeds by birth and of Manchester by recent residence. Further, 
his parents are Russian Jews. These facts carry their moral 
too boldly on their face to need emphasising here. We may well 
congratulate Pte. WHITE on the honour he has gained, and 
we do so warmly in the mame of the whole community. But 
while Jews are winning many honours at the War, others 
are gathering laurels in the walks of peace. We chronicled recently, 
for instance, the pleasing news that a coreligionist (Mr. JOHN JACOB 
COHEN) has been unanimously elected Speaker of the Legislative 
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Assembly of New South Wales. Another pleasing announcement was | 
that three young coreligionists wereincludedin the list of Senior Wranglers. 
If anything were calculated to add to our interest it is the fact that two 
of these able gentlemen hail from the East End of London--whence 
the community drew one of its previous wranglers. The ‘third belongs 
to the Bene Israel community in India—a fact no less striking. 


“Baby Week.” 


“Ir is more dangerous to be a baby in England than a soldier in 
France.” In this sentence the appalling mortality among infants has 
been vividly pictured—a mortality which is said to run to 50,000 little 
lives every vear, every one of which could be saved in a well-ordered 
Society. Now that death is busy among us the nation has 
awakened to the madness as well as the wickedness of the annual 
slaughter of the young. For this reason “Baby Week” has been 
instituted, so that ‘the days shall be devoted to directing the public mind 
tothe vital duties of parenthood. So faras the Jewish community .is 
concerned it has not this crime of child sacrifice to reproach itself with— 
at all events, to anything like the same extent that can be laid at the doors 
of others less provident of human life. Child mortality among the Jewish 
community is far less than that among the general population—would 
that we hada statistical bureau to give us approximately accurate figures ! 
Temperance, abstention by mothers during the critical period from 
business and factory, and a greater after-birth care of the children 
by the parents have thrown a protecting shield over infant life, and 
are partly responsible for the fact that thirteen million Jews exist 
in the word to-day as against, so it was calculated, not more than five or 
six millions at most at the opening of the nineteenth century—and that, 
too, despite the unfavourable conditions in which so many of the race 
live. Bat we must not, however, overlook the possible effect of latter- 
day influences upon Jewish habits. But this adverse factor— 
pernicious for Jew and non-Jew alike—is likely to be more than 
neutralised by the new method of envisaging national education which 
the war bas stimulated, and by the great democratic movement which will 
give the masses a better chance ina life, and a new hope—both of which 
must.influence beneficently the number and the lives of our little ones. 


The Manchester Widows’ and Orphans’ Fund. . 


Tue Jewish Board of Guardians of Manchester—to which a well-deserved ~ 
tribute has been paid by the Manchester Guardian—held its annual 
meeting last Sunday, and signalised the event by subscribing some £400, 
in less than ten minutes, to the carrying on of the Widows’ and Orphans’ 
Fund. The incident is characteristic of the generosity of the Manchester 
Community, and it is.also a testimony to the admirable work of. this 
particular fund, which is, it should be added, a part of the work of the 
Jewish Board of Guardians. Although only started a year before the 
war it has been a biessing to many households deprived of their 
bread-wianer. Wéhat is wanted, however, is £1,000, and we can only 
hope that our coreligionists will hasten—with Jewish wisdom and 
kindness—to subscribe the necessary sum. The greater tke scope the 
find now has the fewer the calls for charity in the future! 


The Chief Rabbi's Pastoral Tour. 


BELFAST. 


After an interval of almost twenty years a Chief Rabbi has paid the Belfast 
rommunity a pastoral visit. The Chief Rabbi arrived in the city yesterday week. 
and wasmet by Rabbi Dr. J. Herzog, the minister, the Executive of the Con- 
gregation (Messrs. S. Gorfunkle, S.. Freeman, and W. I. Aronstam), Mr. H. 
Spiro, a member of the Council, and Mr. |. Vilensky, the headmaster of the Beth 
Hasepher, and was escorted to the Grand Central Hotel. 


In the afternoon the Chief Rabbi visited the Jaffe National Schools, where: 
in the presence of the Executive, he examined the pupils of the Beth Hasepher. 
and at the residence of the Vice-President of tie Congregation (Mr. S. Gorfunkle) 
he examined the Chalofem of the Schochtem. On Sabbath, Dr. Hertz delivered 
asermon in the synagogue to a crowded congregation. He preached again after 
the Mincha Service. | 


On Sunday morning the Chief Rabbi delivered an address at a distribution of 
prizes to the pupils of the Beth Hasepliser. Mr. J. H. Elkes, the Hon. President, 
presided; and Mrs. L. Berwitz distributed the prizes. Rabbi Dr. Herzeg pro- 
posed a vote of ‘thanks to the Chief Kabbi, and Mr. Hurwitz, the Treasurer. 
moved the vote of thanks to Mrs. Berwitz. In the afternoon, a reception was 
given by the Council of the Congregation at “ Strathavon” (the residence of Mr. 
S. Freeman, J.P., ex-Vice-l’resident of the Congregation, and Mrs. Freeman), 
The heads of the various communal institutions were present, and through 
the good offices of the Chief Rabbi an amicable understanding was arrived at 
in respect of the dispute in connection with the Caramoney Cemetery, which 
threatened to bring disrepute to the community by having the matter dragged 
throngh the Law Courts. Kabbi Dr. Herzog voiced the community's expression 
of thanks to the Chief Rabbi for his kindness in this direction, and expressed the 
hope that when Dr. Hertz again visited Belfast he would find everything working 
in a peaceful and harmonious manner. 


Dr. Hertz was the guest of Mr. and Mrs. Gorfunkle during his stay in Belfast, 
which terminated on Monday afternoon, when he left for England.

Pumpstock’s Prescriptton. 


N the course of a letter to a personal friend during the present 
week. this writer ventured some observations which he thinks may 
usefully be here re-produced. The subject of the communication to 
which the following extract in part replies, wil! readily be gathered by 

the context :— 


. « « There is naturally the possibility that you fear—that there 
may be a deadlock and no one acceptable to the general body of the 
delegates be found willing to undertake the onerous duties of 
President. You are quite right in saying that the Presidentship is the 
hub of the matter so far as filling the vacancies goes. And, of course, 
there is the danger from which I observe you shrink with frank 
horror lest the President should be some nobody, as they reckon 
in. the high communal circles of the West’ End—a man. 
for instance, as devoid of birth advantages as, say, Mr. Lloyd 
(George, as poor as, say, Mr. Henderson before he became a Cabinet 


Minister, and as unknown as, say, Mr. Bonar Law when he was ‘ dis- 
covered,” so it ie said, by the “ Deputy” for Exeter.

Baby Week.” 


The Jewish Maternity and Sick Room Helps Society's Infant Welfare Centre has an 
interesting stall at the National Baby Week Exhibition which the Queen opened on 
Monday, and which closes to-morrow. There is a pre-natal class exhibit, including cot, 
basket, and specimens of clothes. Mothers who have made a satisfactory set of clothes 
for the expected infant are presented with a practical infant's basket containing all the 
gpecessaries, the basket neatly trimmed with a pretty print, which matched the print that 
covered a banana crate converted into a baby's bed. At this stall, suitable garments for 
tiny tots were exhibited. The Queen, on her arrival, saw a sturdy, dark-eyed little 
maiden in a very practical bloomer suit of striped white and mauve, to which was affixed 
a label giving the name of the maker and its approximate cost. Another interesting 
stall was the fly exhibit collected and arranged by Mrs. David Singer, Lyndhurst Road, 
Hampstead. Here was shown a much magnified model of a house fly, together with 
posters and fly trap, a model “ baby larder” from the Fulham School for Mothers, and 
other exhibits to show the danger of the house-fly and the rapidity with which it breeds. 

The Stepney Council for Infant Welfare has organised the week's celebration: in 
the borough. Apart from more private and intimate “ at homes” for mothers attending 
the various centres or schools for mothers, two public meetings were organised for 
Tuesday. An open air meeting was held on Tower Hill. The afternoon meeting at the 
Town Hal!, Cable Street, for the social workers in the borough, was presided over by 
the Mayor, supported by the Bishop of Stepney, the Haham, and the représentative of 
the Roman Catholic community. Special stress was laid by the speakers on the 
housing probiem and the need for more light, air, and space for the child to grow and 
a a vital problem in the borough, in which so many of our coreligionists are herded 
together. 

The Rev. I. Livingstone, devoting his sermon last Sabbath, at the Golder’s Green 
Synagogue, to the aims and objects of the “ National Baby Week,” said that Baby Week 
was of particular interest to the Jewish community, seeing that its specific society—the 
Jewish Maternity, District Nursing and Sick Room Helps Society—had for nearly a 

warter of a century been engaged in saving young Israel. He expressed the hope that 

community would generously assist that organisation and the many institutions that 
had adopted similar schemes, and so help the young to become the builders of a vigorous 
manhood and womaarhood with healthy bodies and healthy minds.

Foreign and Dominion News. 


Jewish Massacres in Bessarabia. 


[FROM OUR CORRESPONDENT. ] PETROGRAD. 


In the last issue of the Ret 4 appears a report of the massacres recently 
perpetrated on Jews in Benderi, Bessarabia. The report shows that the 
massacres were deliberately planned by agitators who utilised the chaotic state of 
the country for the purpose of setting the Christian community against the Jews. 

The crueliies committed and the crimes perpetrated are beyond description, 
The lowest classes were first reduced to a condition of utter brutality. They 
went from cellar to cellar consuming what liquors they could lay hands on. 
Then followed robbery, murder, and rape; none of those whom these drunken 
men got hold of escaped lightly. Fortunately the military were quick in getting 
on the spot, when they immediately took control of the situation. There is 
reason to fear that similar atrocities have occurred in other parts of Bessarabia, 


‘but accounts are lacking. 


Inquiries into Anti-Jewish Acts. 


(FROM OUR CORRESPONDENT.] PETROGRAD. 


A number of official inquiries are now on foot into acts of the old régime 
tending to injure the interests of the Jews. Though the re-examination is as yet 
by no means complete, sufficient evidence is already to hand to cause the authors 
of the anti-Semitic crimes of the past to tremble. With the assistance of the 
democratic Bishop of Krasnoyarsk proceedings have been instituted against the 
former local Governor, M. Gololobov, for organising a pogrom against the Jews 
last year and for introducing a campaign of batred against them among the popu- 
lation formerly well disposed towards our brethren. 

At Odessa, the case was disclosed of M. Motel Isher, a Jew, who bad been 
tortured to death at a local police station during the régime of To!lmatcheff in 
1911 and with the knowledge of the Minister of Justice, M. Tcheglovitoff. 

The case of the murder of M. Stolypin, in connection with which libels had 
been hurled at the Jews by the former authorities, was also re-opened. The 
responsibility of the crime is being traced to the old secret police department with 
the Jew-baiter, General Kurloff, at its head. 

In connection with the Beilis case inquiry it was discovered that the old police 
paid 2,500 roubles to M. Zamislovsky for conducting the case against the defen- 
dant, and 4,000 roubles to the anti-Beilis expert, M. Kosorotoff, although it was 
officially stated in Court that neither of them had received remuneration. The 
Shulgin case, anda number of other cases in connection with the alleged ritual 
murder trial, were re-opened, and all banished and disgraced, though honest 
officials and pro-Beilis witnesses are being re-called and re-examined. A large 
number of anti-Semitic former officials will soon be tried in connection with the 
aftair. 


The Black Hundreds Campaign in Russia. 


[FROM OUR CORRESPONDENT. | PETROGRAD. 


A plot of the Black Hundreds bas been discovered at Onezki (near Kieff) 
where a ritual murder accusation was being prepared. The authorities took 
steps to stop the campaign and traced the responsibility to a gang of Liack 
Hundreds. At Nijni-Novgorod the pogrom agitation assumed serious propor- 
tions. Eight ringleaders had to be placed under arrest to prevent an outbreak, 
Stores of anti-Semitic literature were confiscated. Strong measures were also 
adopted by the authorities to suppress the pogrom agitation at Minsk, Tambov, 
Oofa, Malina, and Homel. At the latter place the militia discovered in the 
houses of the Black Hundreds lists of local citizens marked as objects of an 
immediate attack, Priest Vitali, the notorious Potchayeff pogrom agitator, bas 
been arrested. 


I1.0.B.A. Thirty-first Annual Convention. 


[FROM OUR CORRESPONDENT.) 

ATLANTIC City, N.J. 
Close upon fourteen hundred delegates, representing a membership of two 
hundred and ten thousand men and women, gathered here at the 3lst annual 
convention of the Independent Order Brith Abraham, one of the largest and most 
powerful of the Jewish fraternities. The convention continued in session for 
three full days. Five candidates were originally nominated for the office of 
}rand Master of the Order, and after three of the five candidates had been 
eliminated ex-Judge Leon Sanders, who had served the Order as Grand Mas ‘er 
for eight consecutive years, withdrew from the field, leaving Mr. Solomon 
Schelinsky unopposed. The new Grand Master is a well-known figure in the 
1.0.B.A., having been connected with the organisation for more than twenty 

ears. 

. The fullest support will be given the forthcoming American Jewish Congress, 

and all the Lodges, numbering more than eight hundred, will be so notified. 
Greetings were sent to the new Russian Government and congratulations to 
the Russian Jews. All possible support was promised to the Hebrew Sheltering 
and Immigrant Aid Society in its fight against the injustices being perp:trated by 
the present authorities at Ellis Island. A tax was imposed on the entire member- 
ship for Jewish war relief, which is expected to yield about 25,000 dols. in a period 
of about one year. 


New Jewish Organisations in Russia. 


[FROM OUR CORRESPONDENT.] PETROGRAD. 


A Union of Jewish communities has been organised at Petrograd. It is 
headed by Senator Gurevitch, M.M. Mandel, Kreinin, Zinberg and other 
influential coreligionists. It has for its objects to support the Government and to 
demand cultural national rights on the principle of recognition of the community 
as the unit of national autonomy. 

A Rabbinical Union, headed by Rabbi Nurok (a refugee from Mittau), has 
been established at Moscow. Its purpose is to propagate “Freedom and the 
Observance of the Jewish Religion.” The Union undertook to support the 
Zionist movement and the campaign in favour of Hebrew. 


Russo-Jewish Education. 


[FROM OUR CORRESPONDENT.] PETROGRAD. 


The Russian Ministry of Education has invited the Council of the Jewish 
Education Society to send a fermanent representative to participate in the 
deliberations of the Council of the Ministry. The Budget of the Society for the 
coming year amounts to 1,300,600 roubles, to which the State contributes a million 
roubles. A High School for Melamdim is being established at Ekaterinoslav, in 
order to provide teachers for the modern Jewish National Schools. A Jewish 
National Gymnasium has been opened ac Kieff. 
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Converted Jews not Wanted. 


[FROM OUR CORRESPONDENT.) PETROGRAD. 


Owing to the fact that a number of leading converted Jews had expressed 
their intention, after the ‘publication of the Emancipation Act, to declare them- 
selves ‘‘ members of the Jewish Nationality of the Christian creed,” and to partici- 
pate in the Jewish organisations, the local Jewish bodies discussed the question, 
They came to the conclusion that they could not consent to consider converted 
Jews as Jews. 

Over two hundred converted Jews resiJir g in the two capitals have formally 
notified their desire to return to the Jewish faith. 


The Situation in Finland. 


[FROM OUR CORRESPONDENT. } PETROGRAD. 
The Jewish Emancipation Bill in Finland, which received the full approval 


of the Russian Government, is now in the hands of the Diet, but information 
from Helsingfors gives rise to fears that the Bill will not be passed for some time. 


It is impossible to elicit a clear reply irom Finland whether the official intentions, 


are to pass the Emancipation Bill as it stands, or to modify it so as to abolish 
obsolete restrictions only. To all Russian demands to hurry the passage of the 
Bill the reply is returned : “ Your old régime taught us to hate Jews, and now we 
can only gradually train the masses to appreciate the Emancipation Bill.”

Advocate Zandberg, one of the most respected public men of Libau, has passed 
away here. Advocate Zandberg was one of the most beloved of public men and 
a very devoted Jew. During 1916, when the Tsar's Government planned a 
number of systematic massacres of Jews, Zandberg made strenuous efforts and 
succeeded in frustrating these plans. For this he was consigned to Siberia fora 
number of years, and when he was finglly permitted to come back it .was cn the 
understanding that he would avoid th¢ Baltic provinces, 


Cremation and Resurrection. 
THE QUESTION AT THE SEPHARDI SYNAGOGUE, 


A meeting of Elders was held on Wednesday in the Vestry Room, Heneage 
Lane. Mr. Evstace A. LInbDo presided. There were also present :— 

Dr. Lic nel Barnett, Messrs. M. J. Garcia, R. Gubbay, Joshua M, Levy, E. L. 
Mocatta, Bertram Pinto, D. A. Romain, David Sassoon and P. Wiener. 

A vote of condolence on the death of Mr. Leopold de Rothschild was paused. 
Copies of the resolution are to be forwarded to Mrs. de Rothschild and the family, 
and also to the Council of the United Synagogue. 

Condolences were also conveyed by the Elders to Mr. Abraham Pinto upon 
the death of his wife, and to Mr. Alfred Henriques, whose son has been killed 
In action. 


It was agreed to amend Ascama 78 by rescinding the words “except in the 


case of a person whose body is to be, or has been, cremated” added on the 26th 
of January, 1913, and to add “nor shall a Chazan participate in the funeral of 
a person whose body is to be or has been, cremated, except by the recitatien of 
an Ascabah at the mortuary hall, but this restriction sirall not apply in such cases 
where the Mahamad, in consultation with the Haham, may consider that the 
cremation had taken place owing to compulsory reasons. 

Mr. J. M. Levy proposed an amendment to the above (which was accepted) 
to the effect that “ nothing in this Ascama shall preclude the burial service being 
read by some private individual.” - Both resolutions were heatedly discussed. 

Mr. D. A. ROMAIN urged the Elders to move with the times and regard 
burial rites purely as sanitary measures. He felt that they should encourage 
cremation, Jewish sanitary law bad always been the model from which others had 
copied, and they should take care not to retrograde, but to strive to be pioneers 
in these matters. He hoped that cremation would become general. 

Messrs. R. Guppay and E. L. Mocatra objected on religious grounds to the 
custom of cremation being encouraged. 

Mr. Guppay said that he regarded the burial of the dead as a religious 
obligation, and if in their synagogue they recited Yigdal with its reference to the 
resurrection of the dead, they must believe in it literally, and he could not see 
how cremation of the dead was compatible with resurrection of the dead. 

It was decided in response to an application to grant permission to place a 
tablet on a grave space in memory of a young man who died abroad, provided 
the space be not used in future as a grave. 

A vote of sympathy was accorded to Mr. J. Castello, who has undergone a 
serious operation, with wishes fora speedy recovery. 

The report and balance-sheet of the Ramsgate Synagogue and College were 
adopted, and the honorary officers, officials and Committee were re-elected.

no other nomination for the office of Parnas to fill the vacancy caused by the 
resignation of Mr. M. A. N. Lindo from Rosh Hashana to Shabbat Hagadol next, 
except that by the Mahamad, viz., Mr. Bertram Pinto, these gentlemen, in 
accordance with Ascama, become duly elected, without it being necessary to 
convene a meeting of Yehidim for the purpose of their formal election,

AN AMERICAN VIEW. 
[FROM OUR CORRESPONDENT.} New YOoOr«. 
An article on the Conjoint Committee's Manifesto against Zionist aspirations, 
written by Mr. Morris Rothenberg, has attracted much attention. In the course 
of his arraignment of the action o! the Committee he says :— 


No uglier page in Jewish history has been recorded than that which was written by 
the London Conjoint Committee in issuing its statement to the English Government in 
regard to Palestine for the Jews. Through twenty long and desolate centuries of misery, 
of blood and of tears, our people has been waiting for the day of liberation to come. 
Its eyes have run dry listening for the sound that should strike the hour of its 
deliverance. Breaking through the night like a glorious dawn has been the hope that 
Jewish equality is to be granted to individual Jews in all lands and to the Jewish 
nationality. At such a time one would expect that even those who are not in agreement 
with the hopes of the great masses of the Jewish feople would at least be silent and do 
nothing to make the realisation of these hopes more difficult. The Conjoint Committee, 
however, found it necessary to raise their voices to thwart the deepest aspiratioaus of our 
people. But yesterday they heard Lord Bryce, one of England's foremost statesmen, 
deciare that it is England's desire to make Palestine the Jewish homeland, provided the 
Jewish people would raise its voice in clear and emphatic tones that such is its desire, 
From every corner of the world the answer has been coming. The Jews are ready to 
bring money and labour and love to make Palestine the Jewish land. In the face of this 
the Conjoint Committee, knowing the sinister import of its words, declares that Palestine 
should not be given to the Jews. What is to be saidof such men’ How would any 
nation regard the actions of those who attempt to destroy its aspirations Treason is 
the only word for it. The Powers who have been discussing the desirability of restoring 
Israel to his own, to giving back the land without a people to the people without a land, 
will not be misled by the statement of the Conjoint Committee. They know full well 
they represent no one but their own unworthy selves. 


Lord Rothschild and the Jews of England have made the fitting answer to 
the Conjoint Committee, but we in America must also do something. From 
every.corner where Jews dwell must come the answer that the statement of the 
Conjoint Committee does not represent the sentiments of the Jewish people. 
From every Jewish assemblage must go forth the word that the Jewish people is 


watching with bated breath and undiminished ardour for the great day of Jewish 


emancipation—emancipation for individual Jews in all lands where discrimination 
against them still exists, and emancipation for the Jewish nation by its restoration 
to the land of its forefathers,

THE FALLEN. 


HURSTBOURNE.—2ad-Lieut. W. H. Hurstbourne ‘Hirschbein), Wessex 
Brigade, K.f’.A., who was killed in action on the 23rd of June in France, was 
educated at the City of London School, where he gained the Sassoon Entrance 
Scholarship in 1899, astonishing the then Headmss ‘er, Mr. A. T. Pollard, M.A., 
by the maturity and quality of the essay he wrote for the examination. He 
subsequently carried off the Carpenter Scholarship, the Leathersellers’ Scholar- 
ship, besides numerons prizes in Classics, English, History, and other subjects. 
In his final year at school he attended the course of journalistic studies which 
Lord Northcliffe bad arranged for at the City of London School, and contributed 
tothe G.W. Steevens’ Gazette, which the journalistic class brought out as a news- 
paper, working under newspaper conditions. Hurstbourne’s undoubted literary 
ability im mediately marked him out as the probable winnerof the Travelling Scholar- 
ship which had been founded in connection with the classes, but he preferred to 
forgo it for the sake of a University career. He won anopen Classic Scholarship 
at St. John’s College, Oxford, in 1906, passed Moderations in 1908, spent a year 
studying general science and physiology, and finally decided to take the Honours 
Law School, which he did, after only one year's work, in 1910. Hespent two 
years and a half in teaching, being greatly in demand as a private coach. 
He then became a student at Gray's Inn and passed his examination in Constitu- 
tional Law, Criminal Law and Proc:dure, and at about the same time, after an 
nterview with Lord Northcliffe, he was appointed on the staff of the Daily Mail 
in July, 1913), where “be showed remarkable aptitude from the first day he joined 
‘he staff.” For asbort time Mr. Hurstbourne was Secretary, pro tem., of the 
‘ reat Synagogue, but relinqu’s ed the post when his journalistic work obliged 
Gm totravel. From the Mail he was transferred to the staff of the Times. His 
grst “leader” in the Daily Maii was on the Ritual Murder Protest Meeting. He 


also wrote articles of Jewish interest. In June, 1915, Hurstbourne gave up his 
position and volunteered, joining the O.T.C. Inns of Court. On receiving his 
commission he was sent to France wm November, 1916. His major writes: “I 
cannot express to you how sorry we all are in the battery, both officers and men, 
and how keenly we all feel the loss of such a gallant officer and such a good 
comrade.” His commanding officer writes: “As his commanding officer I knew 
his worth as a soldier—be was keen, efficient and brave—a model othcer whose 
military future was assured. His charming personality and great literary gifts had 
made him most popular with his brother officers and we all deplore his loss.” 
Some Tributes. 


Tue Rev. S. Levy, M.A., writes: Those who knew Walter Hurstbourne 
could not help weeping when they learned that he, too, had paid the highest 
price of patriotism and made the great sacrifice for the honour of his faith and 
people. Walter belonged to that fine bind of intellectuals, who, when the 
country's call rang clearly forth, doffed the toga and donned the khaki, turned 
from literature to artillery, and bore themselves as warriors with happy bravery 
until the last moment of their life's splendid close. Walter was a winning per 
sonality, a joyous comrade, generous and impulsive, gifted and modesi, a genial 
presence, bubbling over witb clean mirth and innocent merriment, possessed of a 
highly infectious sense of humour, and full of radiant fun, which ever founda 
ready response from those who came under the spell and fascination of his charm 
of manner and gaiety of disposition. At the City of London Schoo! he showed 
exceptional promise, and at the University of Oxford he gained great distinction 
He shone in every sphere ia which he laboured, in coaching, tn journalism, or in 
law, and there was just ground for the confident assurance that when the wayward 
genius of youth would yield to the steadiness of manhood, high achievement would 
become the fitting crown to his undoubted brilliance. He had the pen of the 
ready worker and inherited in English his father s grace of style in Hebrew. The 
fine quality of his literary efforts was all the more remarkable in view of the ease 
and quickness with which he polisied off the neatest periods. With a wonderful 
versatility, he would adorn any subject he touched, and I can well remember 
the impression created on my mind by his two able articles on “The Jews of 
Oxford: Their Ancient Influencé.” which, when stil! an undergraduate, he 
contributed to the Jewish World im June, 1907. How Walter wou'd have 
chuckled to hear one call him a“ Maggid”™ like his grandfather, because, while 
serving in all seriousness with the guns, be felt, more keenly perhaps than before, 


the farce and beauty and truth of the old faith and conservative piety of the 
stock from which he sprang. In bis letters from the front there occurs many a 
passage slrowing a deeply religious strain and a real appreciation of the value of 
ceremonial. “Our. spiritual needs are being well supplied lf 
services are held out here, they should be as rearly as possible the same 
as the orthodox services at home.” (January Oth, 1917 [The Seder serv-ce 
always appealed to his heart. It formed the subject of one of his best 
articles as a* journalist, and in a touching letter to his dear ones at home 


be wrote: “ you. know that all my thoughts will be with you.on the Seder nights, 


and I would gladly be with youif I could. I. know, too, how much you would 
like to havé me with you. The consolation vrust be that if l am not trerel 
should like to be, Lam where I onght to be, which is tie mext it thing.” 
(April 3ed, 1917.) Not many days before he himself met iis death in action, he 
rendered the last loving service to a young and brave Jewish officer, ccd-Lieut 
Vivian Moses. “QOathe 6th June; I periormed a rather mela y 
was told that a Jewish officer named V.S Moses lad been killed, and nobody 
could get in touch with a Jewish chaplain. I volunteered (naturally) to read the 
Jewish service and to see that the arrangements were proper! ade I got 
the unit to which he belonged to make a Magen David to put at the head of the 
grave. [did not- know him, but I am told that he was a gallant fellow.” ‘June 


12:h, 1917.) While I recall the drol! and inimitable way in which he wou!d describe 
incidents in his work in Fleet Street, which to bim was a veritable “street of 
adventure,” I must not fail to remember with gratitude many an unobtrusive con- 
tribution he madernthe Pressin defenceof the Jtwish nameandcause. Although 
young in years, he lived a full career, and warmed both is hands at the Gre of 
life. Ie was the essence of happiness, which he ever communicated to al! his 
circle. His fund of wit and humour was of the rictest quality, and was displayed 
with consistent simpleness and gentieness. He never hurt the target of his fun 
He would not hes:tate to make himself the subject of a quip t he could enjoy 
a cotost against with the most unaffected delight. [ must smile through 
my tears*when I think what Walter wou'd have said of this halting tribute to 
hismemory. -With ashy shrug of the shoulder, with a winsome smile, in gentle 
wony, atrd with pleased modesty, he wou!d have exctaimed, “And thats me!” 
On bis photograph Walter sent me from the front, le wrote over his initials ina 
whimsical mood, “ The Soul's Awakening.” We played together many a game of 
verbal jugglery, when we competed in giving the gavest Meaning to the most 
serious phrase. In memory of those bappy hours I may now invert the pastime, 
and tara his playful jest, “ The Sou!'s Awakening,” into a solemn thought. 
Walter has crossed the parapet and has entered into God's own lan The 
sweetest solace to his own dear kith and kin must be the faith which triumphs 
over griet, and believes that Walter's sou! if now truly awake in tne Divine 
Presence, glorying in the fulfilment of the hops to which the Psalmist gave such 
eloquent expression: “I shall behold Thy {ace in righteousness. I shal! be satis- 
fied, when I awake, with Thy likeness.” “Weep ye not for the dead, neitlr-r 
bemoan him.” We shail find comfort and gain courage inthe recollection of a 
gifted and happy spirit, who ever radiated sunshine and gladness. Tender 
memories of a personality, like Walter's, can never fade from hearts that knew and 
truly loved 

“BE. L.”. writes to us: “ There are many of his friends who sorrow at the 
loss of Lieut. Walter Hurstbourne. To me it is one of the greatest blows which 
these awful t'mes have inflicted. We were much togetiter in the days before 
August, 1914, and a sterling bond of friendship always bound us to one another. 
He was a man who would have done great things had he lived to fulfil the hopes 
of his friends. He had all the qualifications that go to the making of an English 
gentleman, and he had the gifts of mind which, added to those of his heart, 
would.have carried him far. He touched nothing that he did not adorn. He 
had the true Oxford spirit, the love of bis fellowmen, the genial sympathy, the 
happy outlook, and the genius of friendship which made him such a welcome 
figure wherever he went. We saw a great deal of one another after our student 
days, after we bad come down from the University, and though our wavs were 
apart we were yet mutually attracted. Many happy memories of those joyful 
times rise before me, and I wish I could write dispassionately of him and do 
justice to the man as he was. I fear it is impossible, for the heart is so sore, and 
I cannot trust myself to write as the love I bore for him dictates. He wasatrue 
friend, who rejoiced in all the successes of his frienJs, and I never knew him to 
speak an unkind word of anyone. He Was singularly {ree from smal!-mindedness ; 
he accepted tbe world as be found it, and tried to make his own life and the lives 
of those around him brighter by carrving sunshine wherever he went. Walter 
was one of Nature's gentlemen, the best of friends, and the most loving of com- 
panions. We witness many tragedies in these days, and none has a deeper 
solemnity than the passing, one by one,of those who, in the gdod days before the 
world became mad, were our companions and the delight of our leisure hours. 
May they receive the reward of a glorious immortality | ”

for the members of our Stepney Parish Lads’ Club, of which he wasa manager. Several 
friends who were present at the service have written to me that the letter deserves to 
rank with those of “ A Student in Arms,” for the publication of which we are ali deeply 
indebted to the Spectator.

A Sermon of the Week. 


(Specially Written far the |ewisu Curonicre.] 


IN THE LAND OF MOAB. 
__ “The children of Israel set forward, and pitched in the plains of Moab on this 
side Jordan by Jericho.—Nwum ers xxii., 1." 

The Israelites in their wanderings now reached the plains of Moab. 
The Moabites had occupied territory clear up on the east of the Dead Sea, 
but they had been driven back by their enemies, and now they only held 
the land up to the river Arnon, about halfway between the northern and 
southern erds of that sea; the Israelites camping north and east of them. 
Thus, partly surrounding the Moabites, the Israelites were in a position to 
cut them off in the north, and the King, Balak, felt considerable uneasiness 
on this account. So he sent across the désert and summoned the most 
eminent prophet of his time to defeat by supernatural means 
any such design. It wasin this extremity that, according to this week's 
Haftorah, Balak consulted Balaam as to what sacrifices he should offer in 
order to avert the threatened evil, and that he received from the heathen 
prophet the ever-memorable reply: ‘ He hath shewe:l thee, © man what is 
good, and what doth the Lord, thy God, require of thee but to do justly, to 
love mercy, and to walk humbly with thy God?" Is it not remarkable 
that the grandest teaching in all Scripture is represented by Micah as 
emanating from a heathen prophet? And that there is nothing more sub- 
lime in the whole range of Biblical teachings than these utterances in 
Numbers which issue from the mouth of a Gentile magician? All 
this implies that—in the view of the Old Testament writers— 
while heathenism was imperfect in its conceptions of God, there, 
nevertheless, existed in its men and in its worship certain great 
truths both of God and of moral government. It is well that we 
should be reminded that nowhere more emphatically than in the Old 
Testament is a tribute paid to the natural religion which pre. 
vailed in nations outside the Israelites. Melchizedek, Jethro, Balaam 
were among those the record of whom prompted the Psalmist to exclaim: 
“ rom the rising of the sun unto the going down thereot—from Last to 
West—the name of the Lord is praised.”” Even Balak himself grasps a 
great truth, anticipates the greatest of.all thoughts, when he recognises that 
the spiritual is mightier than the material; and thus, instead of going out to 
fight against Israel with weapons of war, sends for a prophet to oppose them 
by spiritual weapons. If he can enlist God on his side, all will be well. In 
its essence, that is 


A SUBLIME CONCEPTION, 

Balaam sees the impossibility of securing God's help in so unrighteous 
a cause, and so refuses at first to meet the king's wishes. But a second 
request and offers of ‘promotion and honour and abundant riches turn the 
prophet, who is at heart avaricious, from his original resolve. He asks 
God to help him in what he knows to be an unrighteous enterprise. [lis 
foolish prayer is answered, as many a foolish prayer with which we entreat 
lleaven often is. “He gave them their request, but sent leanness unto 
their soul.’ Thus it happened.to Balaam: “ God's anger was hindled 
because he went,"’ though he had not gone without permission. ‘Go, if 
you will,’ God in effect says to him, “but take the consequences. ’ 
And how noble are the sentiments to which this prophet of the 
heathens gives utterance! Moses himself, in his most inspired moments, 
never uttered anything finer. ‘ How goodly are thy tents, © jacob, and 
thy tabernacles © Israel!" Who taught Balaam to say these magnificent 
things ? We sometimes say we find scattered over ancient literature 
morals. as beautiful as any we find in the Bible. Possibly so. Who 
wrote them? Whence did they come? Is there not a spirit in mar, 
and doth not the spirit of the Most High give him understanding? 
Wherever there is aline of beauty, God wrote it. Balaam's convictions and 
wishes often disagreed, Therein he was most human. He knew he ought 
not to go to Balak, yet he wished to go. He would ask the second time, he 
would doubt his own convictions, or he wou!d adjust them t6 the shape and 
temper of circumstances. (nce he decided to go, he was on the 
downward path. The degeneracy of his nature grows, tillin the end be is 
induced to give diabolically-wicked counsel to Moab by which the Israelites 
are seduced and undone. Perhaps the most striking characteristic of this 
extraordinary man is 

HIS REMARKABLE INCONSISTENCY. 

There was the widest possible variation between his deeds and his words. 
There are his conduct and his words; how he acted, and what he said. His 
conduct was of the meanest; his words were of the noblest that ever 
came from mortal lips. The words abide; the man, identified not with his 
words, which were from: him but not of him, but with his conduct, which 
was the true expression of himself, perishes for ever. He will not 
deceive Balak, and yet there was utter truthlessness of heart. Balaam. 
will not utter what is not true, but he will blind himself so that he may not 
see the truth, and so speak a lie, believing it to be the truth. He will only 
speak ths thing he feels, but he is not careful to feel all that is true. He 
goes to afother place, where the whole truth may not force itself upon his 
mind-——to a hill where he shall not see the whole of Israel; from hill to hill 
for the chance of getting to a place where the truth may disappear. And 
he tried to serve two masters. He wanted to please himself without dis- 
pleasing God. He would have given worlds to get rid of his dulies, and he 
sacrificed, not to learn what his duty was, but to get his duty altered. 
Yet of all men one would have thought Balaam knew better than to 
try to bribe God by sacrifices, to coax Him by prayers. How deeply rooted 
is this same feeling in human nature. the belief in God’s mutability, the 
desire to make the Eternal Mind change by getting roundit! But Ged 
wills a thing because it is right, and therefore His will is not to be circum 
vented. This is the teaching of all Scripture: “Shall not the Judge of all 
the earth do right?” “Are not my ways ,equal, are not your ways 
unequal?" Balaam thought that God could somehow make injustice and 
cruelty and lying to be right. If God could but be prevailed upon to hate 
Israel}, then for him to curse them would be right. In the end, feeling that 
God has not beheld iniquity in Jacob, neither hath He seen perverseness 
in Israel, he tries to reverse the character of these favourites. God will 
not curse the good, therefore Balaam tries to make them wicked. _ He tries 
to make the good curse themselves, and in this he suceeeds. But bis 


success is short-lived. The crime is duly avenged, and Balaam the son of 
Beor is slain with the sword.

To the Editor of the JeEwiSH CHRONICLE. 

Sirn.—Fune 25th.—I am not much intrigued, as they say, by Mr. 
Herbert Lousada’s re-election as Chairman of the Council of the West 
London Synagogue for a further period of three years. The whole thing 
is eminently appropriate, and just what might have been expected ; but 
students of. Reform Judaism are, or should be, more keenly interested 
in the question if Mr. Lousada’s successors will include the name of 
Claude Montefiore. Surely it is a discreditable fact that the Reform 
movement of 1840 should find no room nearly eighty years after- 
wards for the most spiritual-minded Reformer whom Anglo-]ewry 
has produced, and, incidentally, the most distinguished scholar 
in the Goldsmid and Montefiore families. Instead of retaining 
his leadership in their synagogue, the inheritors of the 1840 tradition 
compelled him to found his own tabernacle in the wilderness; and 
it was not till the other day that Rabbi Mattuck, his chaplain, was per- 
mitted to preach in Upper Berkeley-street. Even now they tell me it is 
doubtful if a return-invitation can be accepted by the Rev. Morr’e Joseph 
without fluttering the dove-cote in which Mr. Lousada coos so pleasantly, 
and the odds against a reconciliation between the Left arid Right wings of 
Reform are as heavy to-day as ten years ago, when “ Liberal Judaism” 
was first mooted. I know Mrs. Lionel Lucas’s views. With a quaint 
perversion of reason she says: “ My reforming forbears established such- 
and-such a form of public worship. As a true daughter of the reformers, | 
cannot sanction any departure from their tenets.’ The excellent lady does 
not see how utterly she opposes the very spirit of the movement she 
defends. If her forbears had held her views, they would never have been 
reformers at all. Ifshe held her forbears’ views. she would see the work of 
ber kinsman in a truer perspective. 

yune 27.—I1 was still thinking of this subject when I happened to 
take up the July number of the Fortnightly Review. There is an article 
in it by “ Politicus.”’ whom I should be inclined on internal evidence to 
identify with the editor, Mr. W.L.Courtney. Some years ago Mr. Couriney 
wrote a book called The Literary Man's Bible. There was quite a ran 
on such books at that time. Dr. Moulton wrote a Modern Reader's Bible, 
and Mr. Montefiore. as all of us know, wrote a Bible for Honic Reading. 
Now “ Politicus”’ in this article cites a number of Biblical passages to prove 
that 

Christian morality is largely Jewish morality. Christian ethics are based 
upon the Jewish doctrines. 

Again, 

The spirit of Hebrew jurisprudence was obviously extremely modern, 

And, again, 

We find both in the Old and in the New Testaments the same conflict regard- 
jog crime and the criminal which may be found in every human heart. 

In 1576, when Jean Bodin, the French jurisprudent, wrote bis treatise, 
La Republique, it was so much infected with the Jewish doctrines of 
morality and the spirit of Hebrew jurisprudence that Bodin was suspected 
of Jewish leanings. For they talked even in the sixteenth century of the 
unseen hand-of the International Jew. Mr. Courtney (or his contributor 
“ Politicus ’') will probably not be accused of too great friendliness to the 
Jews, because he reveals the obvious facts that “Christian morality is 
largely Jewisb,”’ and that “ Hebrew jurisprudence was extremely modern.” 
But what is Mr. Montefiore’s experience when he publishes similar con- 
clusions from the Jewish point of view? This matter is more important 
than a feud between the Whites and the Blacks in descendants of the 
Goldsmid tamily. Mr. Montefiore’s missionary Judaism, his true Zionistic 
activity in spreading the law from Jerusalem, his intense personal 
belief in the fulfilment of Hebrew prophecy by displaying the 
spiritual victory of Hebraism, dispersed and dispossessed, are used 
by pis cavillers and adversaries to assail bis character as a religious 
leader, to call him a Pauline, as Christians called Bodin a Mosaist, 
and to cast stones at him as Jews cast them at Spinoza. These 
attacks, unworthy at any time, seem to me particularly unworthy to-day, when 
Avglo- Jewry is urgently in neec of the high-souled idealistic guidance which 
Claude Montefiore, more than any man in this generation, is qualified and 
ready to give. No man has done as much as be to show forth the moral 
value of the Jewish faith (petty differences of ritual disappear in it) among 
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the men and women in this country who will be entrusted with the tasks of 
reconstruction. I do not mean the politicians. They will carry out, 
imperfectly, no doubt, the directions of deeper thinkers than themselves, 
It is among the forces which direct public opinion, among the unseen 
hands of moral and spiritual power, upon which England's progress in war 
and peace is found so surely to depend, that Montefiore’s influence is being 
felt, and his great work for Judaism is being done. It would be an incalcu- 
lable calamity if that influence and that work were interrupted. 

Fuly 1st.—Mr. Leo Maxse, on a rough computation, only twice uses 
his pet phrase, “the International Jew,’ in the current number of the 
National Review. 1 felicitate him on his moderation. To so fluent a 
writer as he, the temptation must be almost irresistible to cover up his 
superficial sciolism.by citing this phantom of his imagination. For except 
in Mr. Maxse’s imagination there is no such person as an International 
Jew. He is the Mrs, Harris of that tired publicist’s brain. Jewish music is 
international: so is the liturgy of the Roman Catholic Church, and so 
are the clichés of journalism ; but, except for some poor, homeless, harm- 
less refugees from some Christians’ misuse of the “ethics based upon 
Jewish doctrines,” there are no Jews, whether musicians or financiers, who 
do not obey Jeremiah’s command to seek the peace of the city in which 
they dwell. It is such men as Maxse in this country and Houston 
Chamberlain in Germany whose narrow vision and catchpenny philosophy 
lead to that Prussianism or militarism, which Englishmen of every creed 
are giving their lives to crush. While Mr. Maxse writes his Review, chiefly 
of copious extracts from Mr. Maxse, such English Jews as Gerald Samuel, 
at once religious and patriotic, whose farewell letter to his club boys, 
published in this week's JewisH Curonicte and Spectator, rebuke 
all scribbling sophists by the logic of life and death.

Sir,—lIt is a sign of the wise and generous freedom-of correspondence which 
you have always permitted that you printed the letter of “ Diarist.” I shou!d 
like Lord Rothschild to be assured that the general view entertained by the Jewish 
public of bis recent action is very different indeed from that which your corre’ 
spondent, an exceptional person, as I think, has been permitted to express. 

It was with the greatest pleasure that we saw the head of this family, which 
has for so many generations been a munificent supporter of all that was best in 
our institutions, take his father's place to someextent inthe community and quote the 
words of that revered progenitor, which lost none of their impressiveness coming 
through such a channel. The present Lord Rothschild has before now been 
mentioned in the Jewish CHRONICLE as giving instructive scientific notes to 
Jewish literary societies, as the founder of the splendid Natural History 
Museum at Tring, and as helping to render the community illustrious by his 
repeated contributions to research. With his biological attainments it is natural! 
that he should feel the tie of race, and should protest against the absurd theory 
that Judaism is merely a system of theology. If it were, then indeed would our path 
be hard to find, for the theological system of Mr. Claude Montefiore can hardly be 
the same as tbat of his co-signatory of the unfortunate letter, Mr. D. L. Alexander, 
At all events it is “exotic and individual,” to quote “ Diarist’s” words, when 
compared with that of most British Jews. 

The leading Ecclesiastical Authorities, the Chief Rabbi and the Haham, both 
protested against the action of Mr. Mentefiore and Mr. Alexander. How much 
various persons have contributed of unselfish: service to the cause which “Diarist” 
Seems to have at heart it is difficult to estimate, but to continue to occupy offices 
which cry aloud for younger and more energetic administrators is not in itself a 
merit, The community will hail with the greatest pleasure the increased interest 
of Lord Rothschild in our societies, of which he is marked out by birth to be an 
ornament. With the clear-cut logic of a scientifically trained mind, he saw from 
the first on which side was reality and devotion, and on which were worn-out 
Phrases and formalists. It is to be hoped he will continue to devote some of hig 
leisure and great intellectual powers to the service of his people. He is to be 
congratulated on appearing again last week among the contributors to the 
Cambridge Arabic Scholarship, 


From “A CASUAL CRITIC.” [To THE Epiror.] 


Sir,—The writer of “ Leaves from a Jewish Log-Book,” in your last issue, 
somewhat over-reaches himself.

Conscripting Allied Aliens. 


BILL THROUGH THE HOUSE OF LORDS. 


In the House of Lords, on Tuesday, the Eart or Derpy (Secretary fo 
War) moved the second reading of the Military Service (Convention with Allied 
States) Bill. He said that during the debates on that measure in the House of 
Commons, an hon. member, who had not been noted for his zeal in getting men to 
serve their country, stated that it would only be possible to send back Russians 
to their own country at the rate of thirty a week, which was an infinitesimally 
small number compared with the number of Russians of military age resident in 
this country. He (Lord Derby) wanted to correct that impression. 

It was not advisable that they should state how and when Russians of 
military age, who elected to return to their own country in preference to serving 
in the British Army, could be conveyed back to Russia, but he wanted it to 
be clearly understood that once this Convention was signed and the “Bill was 
passed, they would pretty soon have the opportunity of returning to thei, 
country and they would have to choose between service here and service 
there. 


They must not think that by failing to go back to their own country for service 
they were going to escape service altogether because of our not being able to 
send them there. 


Negotiations were far advanced between ourselves and Russia, and they 
were progressing between ourselves and other allied countries, 


.and he ventured to hope that the House would give a second reading and a 
speedy passage to this Bill which would do what he thought was only an act of 
justice in placing all the allied nations on the same footing with regard to 
military service. He would ask their Lordships on the Committee stage next 
day to allow the House to suspend the Standing Orders in order to secure all the 
remaining stages of the Bill at that sitting. 


LORD SHEFFIELD ON THE BILL. 

LorD SHEFFIELD said he was anxious to clear up one or two points in con- 
nection with the Bill. It was, he gathered, the intention of the Government, as 
expressed in the House of Commons, that the alien who was to have the option 
of going batk to his own country or of serving bere should have a bona fide 
option. It was quite idle, however, to make that option depend on the fact that 
the alien made his wishes on the matter known to the authorities within twenty- 
one days after the Convention had been laid before Parliament. The Bill applied 
to a great number of Russians, and it was impossible to expect that many of 
these people would be able within the period named to ascertain how they stood 
in the matter. When the Government had got their Convention and. it 
was laid on the table and they had issued their regulations they 
must make a sort of census. They must get returns from the 
various parts of the country where aliens were and give them notice 
that they were to serve. He asked that the twenty-one days should run 
from the time that the notice had been served. (Lord Derby shook his head.) 
It would be a mockery to tell a lot of these ignorant people that they would be 
involved in the obligation to serve here unless they exercised their option under 
the arrangement provided in the Bill. He pressed that point very strongly. He 
also asked for an assurance from the Government that any man who served in 
this country should have all the same rights of pension, disablement allowance, 
and maintenance for his dependents that British soldiers had. He further 
suggested that special battalions should be created for these men, as far 
as possible, and that officers should be placed over them who would be 
understood by the rank and file. If it were known that this would be 
done the enrolment of these aliens would, he felt sure, be rendered much 
easier. In addition, he urged that men who enrolled themselves in our 
Army and distinguished themselves by their gallantry should have commissions 
reasonably open to them. An assurance on that point would make it much easier 
for the noble lord to work the Bill. Mr. Herbert Samuel, when he initiated this 
legislation, undertook that any alien who enrolled in our Army should, subject to 
the necessary qualifications being fulfilled, be entitled to free citizenship, and he 
(Lord Sheffield) hoped that promise would be renewed. He thought that if a man 
who joined our Army was killed and could not work out his five years’ citizen- 
ship, his widow and children should be entitled to the rights of British subjects. 
Allegations of job-snatching by these aliens had been made, but he thought they 
were very much exaggerated. A very large proportion of these aliens were 
engaged in special trades set up by themselves, and were really engaged in work 
of national importance. 


LORD DERBY’S ASSURANCES. 


Lorp ParMoor thought the Government had gone nearly. as far as they could 
go in the matter of safeguards inserted in the Bill with regard to foreigners 
resident in this country, but he expressed some doubt as to whether the rights of 
British subjects in allied countries were sufficiently protected. 

The Eart or Derby said with regard to the length of notice to be given to 
eligible aliens, he was afraid he could not give Lord Sheffield the assurance that

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OBITUARY. 


SIR HERBERT TREE. 

Sic Herbert Beerbohm Tree, who died suddenly on Monday niglit, was of 
Tewish extraction. In the course of a long and illustrious stage career, 
Sir Herbert achieved his most signal successes in the interpretation of Jewish 
characters. Shylock, Svengali, and Fagin, the famous trio of Jewish réles, have 
been given almost universal prominence in modern times through Sir Herbert's 
art ‘Trilby "was produced in November, 1895, when Svengali, in the person of 
Mr. Beerbohm Tree, was a melodramatic figure, who dominated the play a!most 
to the exclusion of poor Trilby. As Fagin, Sir Herbert Tree, in the autumn of 
1905, acted in company with Miss Constance Collier as Nancy. The performance 
was remarkable, because whilst Fagin was on the stage one’s loathing for the 
cunning, cruel, and repellent character was entirely lost in admiration of the great 
actor's marvellous art. It wasin the performance of the character of Fagin the 
jew that the spectators were interested rather than in the vicissitudes of little 
Oliver. OCuestioned as to whether the Jewish community were likely to resent his 
portrayal, Sir Herbert, or rather Mr. Tree (as he then was), answered: “ An 
oppressed or down-trodden people has the right to resent ridicule in any circum- 
stances, but in England the Jews are neither oppressed nor downtrodden, and 
consequently shoukd be above taking offence where none is meant.” In an inter- 
view be accorded the JewisH CHRONICLE in July, 1912, Sir Herbert said - 
‘the Jew on the stage always interests. I feel that fact in Shylock, in 
Svengali, in Fagin—the Jew, however he is characterised, dominates his 
audience.” Mr. Zangwill’'s great propaganda play, “The War God,” was 
produced by Sir Herbert Tree at His Majesty's in November, 1911. Sir Herbert, 
at the conclusion of the play, described it as a “ great effort.” Writing on the 
play at the time the JewisH CHRONICLE said: “It is indeed strange to bear the 
ethics of Tolstoi proclaimed by a Jewish dramatist, ané Sir Herbert Tree, ‘ made 
up to the Tolstoian image, did full justiceto.the noble lines entrusted to him.” 
Sir Herbert, io the autumo of 1915, produced Mr. Louis N. Parker's pageant play 
‘ Jaseph and his Brethren,” and himself played the venerable Jacob of the Bible 
story. 

A GREAT JEWISH DELINEATOR. 


BY A. HENRIQUES VALENTINE. 


In the death of Sir Herbert Beerbohm Tree the stage has host a great 
delineator of Jewish character,.perhaps the greatest the stage has ever seen. The 
character of the Stage Jew has always had a peculiar fascination for 
celebrated English actors. True it is, and unfortunately the Jew 
that was portrayed in the seventeenth and the early part of the 
eighteenth century was a subject of ridicule for the playgoers and a creature of 
scorn and contempt for the put; and it was in this aspect that Shyleck was repre- 
sente], until Macklin in 1741 made Shylock a gentleman. 

But it was not till Herbert Tree essayed the part that the stage saw a new 
Shylock that was quite different from its predecessors. Jewish characters had 
always had a fascination for him—probably his foreign descent may have had 
some influence upon him in this direction. His Svengali was a masterly piece of 
character-study, and so also was Fagin in his production of Oliver Twist. 

remember asking him once, in that interesting sanctuary of bhis—his dressing- 
room - the reason for his liking to portray the Jew. He had just left the stage 
after the Ghetto scene in the “Merchant of Venice,’ and it was rather 
appropriate that be should expound on the Jew in the make-up of Shylock. 
He assured me that the Jews had always been his best friends. He admired 


their intellect and artist'c genius, and he thought tbat the Jewish character 
gave boundless opportunity to the diseerning and studious actorto make his 
mark. ~~ I specialise in Jewish parts,” he said. 


I ventured to remind him that he had been genera ly credited with being a 
Jew himself. His answer was characteristic. “ I know it,” he replied, “ but I am 
not; but uf I had been a Jew I should have been proud of it.” 

Hie went on to say that he was a Catholic, and that he was of Saxon descent - 
“not a Prussian,” he hastily added, and that was long before the present war 

In his stage productions he was a martinet for exact local colouring and 
historical accuracy. This was abundantly proved in the Ghetto scene in the 
‘Merchant of Venice,” which occupied the whole of the Second Act—an innova 
‘tion that had not been tried before. He did this, as he wrote at the time, “to 
enable us to see much of thie life of the Jews and the customs and manners of the 
day. For many of the details of this scene I am indebted to the courteous 
assistance of high Jewish authorities. As an entr'acte before the Ghetto scene, 
the Nidret will be played.” 

énd, sure enough, the Ao! Nidrei, by Max Bruch, was sung by the Ghetto 
mob, consisting of poor coreligionists from the East End, among whom I ‘noticed 
an ex-beadle of one of the city synagogues. To make the scene more realistic a 
synagogue was erected in the Ghetto, which was adorned. outside with a Magen 
David, and with the candelabra burning brightly inside. 

L once asked Sir Herbert to write an appreciation of the character of Shylock, 
which | assured him wou'd be regarded as a valuable and historic contribution by 
his manv Jewish admirers. I in‘ormed him that, a year or so before his death, 
Sic Henry Irving had written to me (I still hold the original letter and it isa 
cherished possess on of mine) that “Shvlock illustrates very forcibly the superiority 
of Shakespeare's humanity to Marlowe's; for example, Marlowe's Barabbas isthe 
typical Gend of superstition, whereas Shylock is intensely human, and, therefore, 
appeals to us more strongly than he could have appealed to Shakespeare's con- 
tempararies, though we see to-day (happily not in England) a grievous lapse into 
the. intolerant hatred of the Jew which distinguished the Middle Ages.” 

Sir Herbert cordially endorsed all that Sir Henry Irving had written and 
wrote the following valuable “ Note,” which, in view of the many criticisms that 
have been passed upon Shakespeare's portrayal of Shylock, must be regarded as 
of great historical interest, especially from a Jewish point of view. 

“In spite of the hatred of the Jews which was common in Shakespeare's day, 
the poet had the courage to give the character that touch of humanity which 
compels the sympathy of the spectator. and preaches the message of a wider 
Christianity. But the genius of the poet, the genius of humanity that 
reigned in him stood ever above his private will; and so it happened that in 
Shylock, in spite of all his uncouth grimacings, the poet vindicates an unfortunate 
sect, which, for mysterious purposes, has been burdened by Providence with the 
hate of the rabble both high and low, and has reciprocated this hate—not always 
by love, But what do I say? The genius of Shakespeare rises above the 
little squabble of two religious sects, and the drama shows us neither Jew 
nor Christian exclusively, tut oppressor and oppressed, and the mad, bitter 
exultation of the latter when they cam pay back to their haughty tormentors with 
interest the shames they have suffered. There is not the slightest trace in this 
play of a religious difference, and Shakespeare shows us in Shylock only a man 
whom nature bids to hate his enemy, as in Antonio and his friends the poet by no 
means describes the followers of that divine teaching which commands us to 
‘love our enemies.’ If there is one quality in which Shakespeare excels it is in 
his wide impartiality. He makes Shylock neither wholly a monster nor wholly a 
martyr, but something of each, To regard Shylock as a wild beast, devoid of 


humanity and of virtue, or, on the other hand, as the apotheosis of an usurer, 
would be ana error into which Shakespeare would scarcely have fallen.” 

And now the famous Jewish character-actor has played his last part and 
gone to his final resting place, and with Herbert Tree has passed away one of the 
greatest friends of the Jewish community that the stage bas ever possessed.

The annual meeting was held at Frankenburg House on Sunday. Mr. HAROLD 
L. BENRENS presided over a large attendance. In moving the adoption of the 
annual report and balance-sheet, he alluded to the death of 
Alderman Frankenburg, the President, and to the illness of Mr. 
Garson, the Hon, Secretary. They were greatly indebted to the 
Aid Committee, who, by means of penny subscriptions, had 
been able to bring in so much to aid theirfriends. Their thanks were also due 
to Mr. M. Wise for his assistance in legal matters, and to Dr. Saul, who gave 
so much attention to the medical work of the Board. It would. bea 
matter for the future consideration of the subscribers whether ladies should be 
elected or co-opied on the Board, as it was felt that very useful work might 
be accomplished by them. In conclusion, he welcomed Mr. Moss Valentine as a 
Life Vice-President. 

Mr. A. FRISCHMANN, in seconding the motion, said that their books had 
closed with a debit balance of £383. The immediate future looked very dark, 
still he did not feel pessimistic; his experience as Treasurer showed him that 
when occasion demanded, the necessary support was always forthcoming from the 
community. Mr. Epwarp H. LaAncpon, J.P., said that he would like to collect 
another 4500 for the Widows’ Fund, so as to be able to carry on for another 
two years. The Aliens’ Committee, an outside body, had supported a large 
number of families. He would in this connection like to record publicly their 
indebtedness to Mr. R. Peacock, the Chief Constable, for his courtesy, attention, 
and willingness to help them on every occasion when he was approached. 

Mr. W. KoOMROWER thought tbat occasion was a good opportunity, 
not to be missed, for endeavouring to raise a substantial sum in support of the 
Widows’ Fund. He himself would be willing to give 10 per cent. of any sum 
contributed by the community within the next three months. This offer roused 
the enthusiasm of the meeting to such an extent that most of the subscribers 
present gave in their names for various sums aggregating nearly / 400. 

The CHAIRMAN said a further appeal would be made to the community and 
ro doubt that sum would be greatly increased. | 

Mr. S. ASCHKENASY moved a vote of thanks to the retiring officers, 
Guardians and Hon. Solicitor, for their past services, and dwelt on the splendid 
work achieved by them. He was prepared to treble his subscription to the Board. 
Mr. Levy Davis. seconded the motion, which was carried unanimously. Mr.

At the annual meeting of the Council, Mr. M. ZOsSSENHEI™M (President), presiding, 
Mr. S. Bodlender (Chairman of the Lovell Koad Hebrew Classes), presented the 
annual report of the work of those classes, from which it appeared 


HEBREW that there had been an increase in the number of Scholars attending. 
EDUCATION Emphasis was laid upon the enthusiasm displayed by the pupils 
COUNCIL. and the progress that had been made during the year. 


Mr. A. BENEDICT (Treasurer), said that the special canvass that had 
been made at the commencement of the school year had been most success{ul. There 
had, bowever, been a falling-off of the annual subscriptions, and the finances for 
the present were not as satisfactory as they might be. The CuAtkMaN said that 
on the whole the Committee had good reason to be satisfied with what had been 
achieved educationally: He proposed that a list of annual subscribers be opened 
forthwith. The proposition baving been unanimously adopted, a substantial sam 
was promised at the meeting.

The annual meeting of the Governors and Subscribers tothe Hebrew Educational 

Institution and Endowed Schools was held on Monday at the Schools, Hope 
Place. Mr. A. M. JACKSON, President, presided. 

HEBREW SCHOOLS. As the result of an appeal, issued last year, a large 
number of new subscribers had been secured, several of 

whom attended a meeting of the Schools for the first time. The proceedings 

were at times characterised by a certain liveliness, which had been unusual at 

previous meetings. 

The CHAIRMAN submitted a report of the year's work. He read the report 
of the Rev. S. Frampton, L.A., who had examined the pupils of the Boys and 
Girls’ Departments in Hebrew. 


The report stated that 501 children, grouped in 14 classes (249 boys and 252 girls) 
were examined. ‘he staft difficulties noted in the previous two reports owing to war 
conditions had continued during the year, but against those difficulties the members of 
the staff had laboured hard and earnestly and with gratifying results. No decrease had 
been made in the extended syllabus covered, especialiy in the higher standards. In the 
majority of the classes, the character of the work reached the high level obtained under 
normal conditions. The examination was an individual one in every subject and was, 
therefore, a severe test. The Managers and subscribers had every reason to be satisfied 
with the results of the labours of the Headmaster and staff, and with the prospect also 
of increasing efficiency in the near future. 


Proceeding to deal with the secular subjects, the CHAIRMAN reported as 
follows : 


A French class had been instituted for the senior pupils, which was doing exceedingly 
well, They had also a satisfactory record with regard to the other subjects, During 
the whole of the past year they had not had a single complaint on the part of the 
Inspectors. One of the scholars, Samuel Joseph, had been placed seventh on the list in 
the competitive essay on cruelty to animals, in which 20,000 children participated. 
Collections had been made umong the pupils for the Red Cross lund and the Russo- 
Polish Jewish Relief Fund with very gratilying results, ‘They had also very satistactory 
reports on the girls’ cookery and housewifery classes. In the realm of sports, their boys 
and girls were getting into Jine with those of other schools. The progress of the swim- 
ming classes was very good, and great credit was due to two of the teachers, Mr. Sam. 
ivevy and Miss Ginsberg, who had done a great deal of work in connection with these 
classes,

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The CHAIRMAN said, in conciusion, that he desired on behalf of the manager> 
to say how thoroughly they appreciated the work of the Headmaster and staft’ 
and he had great pleasure in testifying to their good work and to the services as

Councillor H. L. Couen asked how it was that not a single pupil of the 
Schools, past or present, was a student in the Yeshiba. Mr. BertTRAM Bb. BENAS 
believed that the standard of Hebrew education imparted in the schools was not 
high enough to afford an opportunity to any of the senior or past pupils being im 
a position to proceed to study Gemara at the Yeshiba. A Voice (interposing) : 
What is the Gemara? (Laughter.) Mr. BeNas: A school manager wants to know 
what isthe Gemara! (Loud laughter.) This is like the incident at the Board of 
Deputies. Perhaps the Kev. Mr. Frampton would enlighten the gentleman. 

Mr. Puitie ErrinGer, on behalf of the Old Boys’ Association, asked 
whether and when the managers proposed to take steps to enlarge the present 
premises or build a new school, which was so urgentiy necessary. The 
CHAIRMAN, in reply, said that the mapvagers viewed the demand for enlarged 
school premises very sympathetically, but any scheme taken in hand at the 
present time would be foredoomed to failure. They must wait until a more 


favourable opportunity came. 

The Rev, S. lb RAMPTON replied to the points raised with reference to the 
Hebrew teaching. Their curriculam was in advance of the late Chief Rabbi's 
code, and the consequence was that their school as an elementary Hebrew school 


compared most favourably with schools of that nature in London and the 
provinces. Referring to the remarks made about the Yeshiba, he personally did 
not see how that institution affected the schools. 

Mr. D. GABRIELSEN submitted the accounts for the past year. The financial 
statement showed the general, tuition and building accounts as well as a statement 
of the endowment 

Mr. Pf. Errincer moved a resolution asking for a grant from the school 
funds-to the Comforts Fund of the Old Boys’ Association for Old Boys at the 
front. The resolution was defeated by twelve voies to eleven. 

Mr. 1. Morkis urged the Managers to give permission for the holding of the 
school treat this summer. 

The CHAIRMAN Said it was too late this year. (Mr. Ettinger: You said the 
same thing last year'). The children would disperse for the summer holidays of 
five weeks on the following Friday, and a treat could not be arranged for 
September 


Thanks were accorded to the Chair, on the motion of Mr. D. GABRIELSEN, 
seconded by Councillor COHEN. 

During the past year pupils of the school have gainéd six scholarships, entitling them 
to three years free tdition at secondary schools, namely, Julius Blackman at Liverpool 
Collegiate School, and Michael Harris, Michael Resnig, Joseph Latin, Max-Groesiman 
avd Hyman Cantor at the Oulton Secondary Schools. 

For the past flew weeks there has been an agitation among a section of the working 
classes against the alleged excessive prices charged by the Jewish retail butchers.

The diploma of the Glasgow School of Art has just been gained by Mr. Joseph

THE ZIONIST CONFERENCE AT PETROGRAD. 
[FROM OUR CORRESPONDENT.] PETROGRAD, 

In the large building of the Musical Drama Theatre, met, for the first time in 
the history of the Zionist Movement in Russia, a free and unmolested representa- 
tive All-Russian gathering of Zionists, to discuss the situation created by he 
Revolution and the War. A portrait of Dr. Herzl, surrounded by tropical plants, 
decorated the hall. Two soldiers, to the music of Hatikvah, hoisted the Zionist 
flag. M. R. Rubinstein opened the convention with a brilliant address in Hebrew 
in which he greeted the Russian Revolution and the free Russian people, and at 
the same time voiced the hope that the new free Russia would throw in its 
weight to farther the cause of international Jewish freedom. The President, 


‘Dr. Tchlenow, delivered a powerful speech in which he expressed the hope that 


Rumania and Finland would follow Russia's example and emancipate the Jews, 
He called upon Jewry to support the Government and to Gemand national! rights 
in a unified Russia and a Jewish centre in Palestine. . 

The Conference received official recognition. The Minister for Foreign 
Affairs, M. Terestchenko, in reply to an invitation to visit the Conference, 
expressed his regret at his inability todo so. He wished the Conference success, 
and informed ihe President of his endeavours, in conjunction with the Allies, 
through the medium of Spain and Holland, to influence Turkey to abstain from 
committing anti-Jewish acts. The Mayor of Petrograd sent his greetings. 
Among the many Zionist r presentatives who greeted the Conference. were 
Dr. Katzenelson, of Libau, Deputy to the First Duma, M. Ansky, the noted 
writer, and Deputy Friedman. | 

Representatives of Jewish democracy assured the Conference that the masses 
would respond in a Zionist spirit to the referendum on the question of a Jewish 
centre in Palestine, which was decided upon on the recommendation of M. 
Ussischkin, who also demanded of the Powers that Jewish representatives should 
be invited to the Peace Congress. 

One of the speakers was M. Tovichi Washou, a leading representative of the 
Mohammedan students. He spoke on the common aims of Mohammedan and 
Jewish students, indicating the revival of Semitic culture as the most important 
factor in this connection. 

M. Grossman advocated the idea of a Jewish legion to participate in the 
campaign against Turkey. The delegates rose in memory of the fallen heroes of 
the Zion Mule Corps.

Just as twenty years ago, Herzl, with iron will, completed the difficult pre- 
liminary arrangements for the first Congress, but did not forget to provide the 
requisite institutions, so ought wenot to forget, although events of such moment 
are taking place, to equip the Jewish National Fund, founded by Herzl, as th» 
principal instrument of colonisation, with the necessary financial resources for its 
important work in the near future. 

It bas already become atradition to corimemorate the anniversary of Herzl's 
death, not only in words, but by he!ping to afforest Palestine, that is, by sub- 
scribing towards the Herzl Forest Fund. But this year we beg our friends in all 
countries not to limit themselves on the 20i\h Tammuz to collections for the Herzl 
Forest. May the remembrance of the superhuman work which Herz! did twenty

A class of recipients who had ‘‘seen better days,” and were 
strenuously disinclined to present themselves at a public distribution, likewise had their 
feelings respected, their groceries be'ng deliveredto them. Specia! attention had been 
paid, as hitherto, to the aged, the sick, the widows with young children, and to the wives 
of soldiers and sailors insufficiently provided for. The prospect for the coming winter 
would tax to the utmost their resources, both financial and economic. She felt, however, 
that she could look with confidence to the subscribers to do all in their power to help 
them to meet their obligations. They had distributed 2,2101bs. of tea, 900!bs. of coffee. 
1,428 Ibs. of cocoa, 7,201 ibs. of sugar, 1,956lbs. of rice, 4,452! bs. of haricot beans, and 
962 lbs. of barley. The total number of tickets distributed by the Fund for the past year 
was 5,109, of which 2,039 had been distributed through the Fund, 2,214 through institu- 
tions, 380 through ministers, and 476 through Care Committees. Iwo legacies had been 
received amounting to £46. Mrs. Hertz, in conclusion, thanked the officers and members 
of the Committee for their help, and Messrs. Hawkins, who had supplied them with their 
requirements to the very best advantage to their Fund, 

Mr. PHILIP MORDANT, in proposing the adoption of the report and talance-sheet, 
said that the subscriptions for the year had increased, ’ 

The Rev. A. A. GREEN seconded the motion. He congratulated the committee 
upon the good work done in an unostentatious way. By their economic working they 
had been enabled to weather storms in which many philanthropic efiorts had been 


wrecked. As one of'their largest di<tributors, who had worked for twenty-five years in 


the East End, he had found the Grocery Relief Fund one of his best friends. He 
deplored the practice that obtained in some quarters of using tickets to get rid of people 
who solicited them, without an adequate personal knowledge of the case. This iniquitous 
habit reversed the saying with reference to the quality of mercy, for it was a crime in 
the giver and a curse to the receiver, who became thereby encouraged in his dependence. 
It was to be hoped in the future that a greater degree of responsibility would be mani- 
fested. He himself had used a number of tickets to help the families of soldiers and 
sailors. Unfortunately the War Office allowance had at first been based upon pre-war 
conditions. The Grocery Fund had been a boon anda blessing to the poor, and the 
unspoken thanks of al] those they had succoured, and who learnt through them to know 
that there were people who cared for them, went to the officers and committee. 

The report and balance-sheet were adopted. On the motion of Mr. P. MORDANT, 
seconded by the Rev. A. A. GREEN, the President, Honorary Officers and Committed 
were re-elected.
